United States plans a determined 
new effort in the next round of 
disarmament 
negolalions 
to get 


the Soviet Union to agree to a 
treaty banning nuclear weapons 
tests under an international in- 
spection syslem, officials said to- 
day.

meanwhile, with its program of 
underground test explosions, and 
the probability is that in the next 
couple of months President Ken- 
nedy will make a final decision 
to conduct nuclear lests in the 
atmosphere.
